To drive out fear from the mind, 
faith and courage must take over. 
How to accomplish this Is the great 
problem. 

When a child wants a light in her 
bedroom, why not let her hare ttt 
We believe that darkness ald^sleej^ 
that'u nukes for more 'D^aceful 
sleep but we have seen children, and 
even adults, aleep 'well With a light 
on.
